The Red River Country. 

Forts .'Vbercroinbie and I5ricke.nridgfi are 
situated near the lieiul of .steamboat navi;,'R- 
tion on the Red Uiverof the North, Mirno- 
-sota. During the summer of 1859, the con- 
:;]lraotors for the weekly tiansportatiou of tho 
United States mail from • St. Paul |to tho.^a 
points, named Messrs'. J. C. Burbank & Co , 
have porfornied that service v.-ith Camroid 
post coaches, adj listing tlieir .stations at con- 
venient intervals, and making tlieir trips 
■with regularity. This enterprise was un- 
dertaken with the e.vpectation that ilie 
steamer transport from the iiavi<»ablo chan- 
nel of the Mississiiipi to Ki'il River, duriiii; 
the winter and .spri'iy of IS.'jO, would con- 
nect with the co.ichu.s. The vosscl required 
repairs to such an extent as to postpone this 
arrangement to the next season of naviga- 
tion. The steamer will be folly appointed 
in June, IStiO, to efTect such a communica- 
tion. 

Meanwhilo. some !?ri!i.«h odiccr.'' arrived 
in St. PiHil on their way to Fort Garry, at 
the Selkirk siitllements. LJmli'r liie <'ir(:uiii- 
-Stances, a cdach, with four linrses, was dis- 
patched to their remote point of destination, 
and a few days ago the stage arrived on 
the return trip, brini;in<: tho officers who 
hail been relieved by tha outward bound 
party. The round trip was witiiin tl\in y 
days, demonstrating tliat by coach the jour- 
ney from St. Paul to Selkirk can he made in 
two weeks. This time will be shortened by 
the steam navigation on the Red River, 
which, notwithstanding tho di-scouragements 
of the present season, can now be regarded 
as a fact accomplished. 

Indeed, tho Fastcni puldio may e.vpcct a 
considerable impulse ne.xt year in tiio direc- 
tion of the fertile basin of Lake Winnipeg, 
A weekly mail through Minnesota to tho 
unique but nilercs|in:r cornmnnily at Pel- 
kirk is anticipated with conlidcnc", an;! 
will doubtless enlist tho co-operation of 
jiparties on both .sides of the international 
-boundary. The relations of the North- 
■''western States lo the valleys of tho lied 
, ,'lUreri'and the Saskatchewan arc already 
lecognized as of commanding importance 
affecting intimatelv the mail and revenue 
service of the United Slates, and destined, 
with the extension of .steam navif^ation over 
immense areas, to work great cotnrnetcial 
results. 

The question is here propounded, whether 
the adrninisiralion of .Mr. liuchauan, while 
giviii:: line attention to tho operation of tlia 
rei'iprocily treat}' between the Atlantic and 
Lake proviii'U'-i .-ind State.=, and rnscrtinj,' lo 
very decisive measures lor tho pacilication 
of tlli^il^ofthwestern frontier, will not like- 
wise seize the occasion to adjust, on a de- 
finite footing, the mutual interests of the 
Northwest with what may be not impro- 
perly styled Central British America, viz, 
the immense and fertile basin of Lake Win- 
nipeg and the settlements of tho Hudson 
Bay Company. It is a highly favorable 
junotare for theiiPresident, wEo probably has 
mora influence with the Court of St. James 
than any other American statesmen to con- 
summate an international adj nstrnent, which 
is demanded by tho interest.s of hotli nations 
but most Sininently by the communities 
which are only separated by a water lino lo 
the western limit of Lake Superior, and 
thence to the Pacific by the intangible fron 
tier of a parallel of latitude. 

The international question, as bearing up- 
on the interests of the Northwest, must not 
be ignored. The Post Office Department 
has done much to effect its solution ; and 
the late visit of a Concord coach to Fort 
Garry is said to liavo produced a profound 
irnptession on the jiopiilatinn — almost equal 
to their mingled atlmiralions and fear at tho 
apparition of the steamboat on the waters 
of the Red River,— a small incident, per 



haps, but its importance may e.\tend far, 

influencing the tuture on a scale not im- 

meiliately apparent^ but iiphe'. the less ithe 
logic of events.— jN.

Oeograpbioal DiscoverieB by Dr. Idving- 

stone. 



A letter from Dr. Livingstone to Sir 
George Grey is just published, dated from 
Riyer Shire, Juno Ist. It contains. a_.sketch 
of some imporiaut geographical discoveries. 
The enterprising missionary traveller says ; 

We have lately discovered a very fine 
lake by fining up thi.i river in the steam 
launch about a liniulrtHl miles, and iheii 
marching some lifiy more on loot, it is 
called Shirwa, and Lake Ngaini i.s a mere 
pond in comparison. It is, moreover, par- 
ticularly interesting from the fact reported 
by the natives bn its shores that it is seprat- 
ed by a strip of land of only five orsix miles 
in widtli from Nyaiija or Lake N'yiiiyesi 
the Star.s — which Hnrtoii has gom; to e.v- 
plore. ^Ve could hear notliing of his [larty 
at Shirwn. Lake Shirwa lias no outlet, and 
its waters are bitter, but drinkable. It 
abounds in fishes, leeches, alligators, and 
hippopotami. We discovered also, by e.T- 
amining partially a branch of the Shire 
"led Kill), that one portion of Shirwa is not 
more than thirty milt'S di.slant from a point 
that may easily be reached by this launcli, 
which by newspaper measurement draws 
thirteen inclies, and actually thirt\-om; 
inches. The Lake Shirwa i.s very ^zrand ; 
it is siirroiHhli-d on nil side.s hy lolly Lrreeii 
moniiiaiiH. Ozombo — rir, as people nearest 
il say, '■/.'■lillia'" — is over (l.llOO feet high, of 
the iuni' s.n.qie as Tidde .Mountain, but in- 
haljiled on the lop. Others are equally 
high, but inaccessible. Il is a high land 
reL'ioii, the lake itself being 2,000 fee! above 
the sea ; it is twenty or tliirly miles wide, 
and liity or sixty Imii,'. On ;4oin'4 .some way 
up a hill, we saw in the far dislance tv.-o 
mouMtiiin tops, ri^in:: like little islands on a 
watery lioiizon. .An inlnibited inounlain 
island stands near wdiote wo lirst came to 
it. From till' size of the waves, it is sup- 
posed III h(! deep. Dr. Kirk and I. with fif- 
teen .Makoloh). Kiiini-d thu hiiul p.\rly. — 
The country is well ])ei)|deii. and very much 
like Londa in the middle of the country, 
many streams rising out'if bogs; the vege- 
tation nearly identical also. Never saw so 
mnidi cotlon urown as ainon:.' the Mangan- 
ga of tlie Sliire and ohirwa Valleys — all 
spin and weave it. Tliesearel.ititudes whicdi 
I have always pointed out a.-s the cotton and 
sugar lands : they aie pre-eminenlly .^o ; hut 
such is the disinterestedness of some peo- 
ple that labor is e.vport^d to Bourbon instead 
of being employed here. The only trade 
the peoph; liavi- is tli.al of .slaves, and the 
onlv svnqitoiiis of i in puiience we in«t were 
fron; a party of Lajaiia .slavi- traders; hot 
lh(!y chaimed their de|/(irlinent iiisl.intly on 
hearing tliat »ve W(Ui! Fn^lish, and net Por- 
tuguese. There are no Alaravi at or near 
Shirwa ; they are all vvest of the Shire, so 
this lake can scarcely be called "Lake 
Maravi." The Portuguese know nothing of

He stated 
that there were two white races — ono inhab- 
itiii!:; the mount ains, the .Vnuiidieans or ller- 
Imm's, niid.Arali-. The iMriner were .small 
in stal lire, warlike, i iid(;|iendeiir, dci.nHTatie 
and polygamous, 'i'hey dwell in vill;i;;es 
and plant vineyards. They nri^ liie^ soldirr-. 
able lo compete with Europeans. They are 
notgovcrnou by laws, but refer their diflicnl- 
(ies to the lirst man that chances topiiss by. 
Dr. JJodiidiun cuiislders tlieiii an indigeiinn.s 
race. 

The Arabs arc a tall race, of dark com- 
plexion, eq^uostrian, nomadic, warlike, reli- 
gions, jincticnl and polygamous. They di- 
vide llieii- lime aboiil equally between light- 
ing and pniyiii;;.

u'ld till! women of the dill'erenl tribes of tlio

IIo found in the interior of Africa n Oer- 
nianic race, with blue eyes and light hair, 
wdiieh ai'i! prolialily tlio decendants nf the 
ancient IJarthageniaii.s. They are polyga- 
moiiK, and iinliko all other nation.s, Iho i'e- 
inales are sovereigns, both in family iind 
state. _ Tbey also possess tho charucterislic 
superiority of wliito races — the enslaving of 
tho neighboring blacks. 



A Hkmaukadi.k Statement. • — rrol'cssor 
0. M. Mitchell delivered in Philadelphia, 
one of his splendid astronomical lecturer. 
The following statement of a remarkable 
fact is given in a report of the lecture : 

He had not long since met, in the city of 
St. Louis, a man of great scientitio atlain- 
rnenis, who for forty years had been engaged 
in Egypt in deciphering the hieroglyphics 
of the ancients. This gentleman had stated 
to him that he had lately.rUniaYeled tho in- 
scriptions upon the coffiri of 'a' rnummy now 
in the London Museum, and that in wiiich, 
by the aid of previous observations, he had 
discovered the key to all the astronomical 
knowledge of tlie Kuyptians, Tlio zodiac, 
with the e.xact position of the planets, was 
delinoaleil on this coffin, and tho date to 
w hich they pointed was the autumnal equi- 
nox in tlie year 1722 before Christ, or nearly 
.TfiOO years a;;o. Professor IMilchell em- 
ployed his assistants lo ascertain the e.xact 
l)osilions of tlie heavenly bodies belonging 
lo our solar system on tho equiiio.v of the 
year, (1722 IJ. C.) and sent him a correct 
diagram of them, wiihoiU having cotnmuiii- 
catod his object in doing so. In compliance 
with this the calculations were made, and 
lo his aslonislimonl, on comparing tho result 
with the statements of hi,'? scientific friend 
already referred lo, it was found that, on tho 
7th of October, 1 722 p.X., ' the moon and 
planets had occupied 'the exact ^oihffi in the 
tieavens marked upon thi; codiii in llie Lon- 
don jMuseum.

tho fear of the British ])Doplo, imr tho love 
of tho British penny-postage .system before 
his eyes, ho proposes to hiy a" mnbarLrn nn 
our letters and newspapers. Wo grant that 
it would bo no n»oro oldrfogyish than lionio 

■ other things that are in Togue among us. 1 1 
would match very well the double or four- 
fold price demntidcd for tho publio lands,— 
the attempt to tas the miners' broad twice 
over on ita up-river voyage, — tho charge of 
twenty-fivo doUiirs for n license to get mar- 
ried ; and similar exorbitant imposts l!ut. 
all those exactions must yield to tho lilicral, 
enlightened, and proj;rcssivo s'l.irit of the 
times that are passint; over u-j. An l \vi.' 
venture to predict that the nr. .p );al to /aiso 
the colonial postage from five to tweiity-iivo 
or oven ton cents, will beg long and pitcously 
before it obtains publio favor* . 

The plea that "five cents is a coin not 
easily attsiitiable,*^ is aimply ndiculous. 
Has our neighbor nerer heard of postau'e 
stamps? Has our" colonial poverty reach 1 
such a pitch that wo are dostituto of print '.^ 
ink and mucilage? But if coin must 1.. 
used, as is probably tho case nt pro^cnl, 
there ia no diffieulty of obtaining any quan- 
tity of half dimes. We undcrst in 1 tho liank 
of British North America has ah-"ady im- 
.V . ported a considnrublt- .'^upply nf t lu-io , and 
'if the demand iiicreiisos, will l!n,lhtl^^-., prn- 
cure more. A wise political econoiay will 
sec at a glance the m^od of a small coin cur- 
roucy. Our present "bit" system cannot 
last long. We have only to "wait" a bit 
to see it displaeod by n stato of things in 
which people, will not have to pay a dime 
for what is not inipiiisically worth it. The 
keen competition .of trade will be sure to 
efifoct a change befoie long. 

Experionco proves that other things being 
equal; d cheap postage system pays better 
than a dear one. High rates only repress 
corrcspundeneo and newspaper circulation. 
These it is every way desirable to encour- 
age. 

It appears that nt the present rates our 
post-olhce dcjuirtmcnt pays its way, and a 
little mere. This of itself i« nn unanswera- 
ble argument against, raising the rates. In 
older countries, it is not rogardod as essen- 
tially necessary that tho mail service should 
be self supporting. Cheap and easy com- 
munication is worth so much to a people 
thatonlighteeed governments arc willing to 
have it cost a little beyond actual reouipts. 

Before wo arc askod to pay more for our 
postal privileges, it would be well to make 
thcin more comineoisuriite with our wants, 
in oonsoipionoe nf tho shiwnoss and uncer- 
tainty of existing mail arrangoments, a 
lu;avy tax is paid to tho 'j.vprcss companies, 
'fhis, not only for intctnntional, but for iii- 
tcrnduniiU transit of letters. If the Post- 
Ollice (diargo boiaisod, the express charge 
must also bo raised. Most certainly, before 
demanding express rates, we ought to have 
the guarantee of express colority and cer- 
tainty. '. •

Tho spirit of u.'iscrupulous speculation ap- 
pears to be abroad in the land, and the 
" powers that be " seem willing to further 
its heartless schomea. A few specula- 
tors under the hope thai Ihe price of land will 
be lowered, aim at pre-empting 15000 acres 
ofland at Barclay .Sound, u ml er corsj- ofprom- 
isetolayout r7,.')l)0, and locate pixly set- 
tKNS (ui it. 'i'lius hiiild up a pauper tenant- 
ry ami a pockot-boiougli. Against this fat 
job we advise every woll-wisherof the coun- 
iry to set his faco as a flint, and if the thing 
is persisted in, to call a publio meeting to 
ilenounce tho wrong. Up to laslJuly, thou- 
sands of men were forced to leave the 
colony, because a foot of land was not to 
he had for love nor money. Even the " Vic- 
toria correspondent of the Times " charac- 
terized our land system as " villainy." But if 
it were villainous then, would it not be vil- 
lainy " I'lrico told to dispose of 15000 acres 
to a speculator '. Will the Government dare 
take tho responsibility ? 

In another column will bo found a petition 
to his K.vculleiu'y, praying him not to ''lease 
a mile square'' ol' iniueial laud at Cornish 
Bar. If common seiisi^ and ciiuiinou expe- 
rience has not yet illuminaled the (lovt'in- 
nu'iit as to tlit> gross iiijustico of such a 
polit;y. the names attached to the petition 
ought to be taken as evidence of the intense 
hostility with which such a measure would 
be received. Leasing mineral land! A 
mile square I' S-Tho very idea should be 
scouted; should never be harbored for a 
moment. God knows, the restrictions im- 
posed on miners are " more than they can 
bear." But if such a suicidal policy were 
inaugurated to please speculators, aided by 
thn?e " behiiul the throne," tho miners of 
our sister colony will become like Russian 
serfs in the fr.il mines. ''Free miner" 
would be equivalent to "slave;" and 
everv freeman would leave the country. 

Take the Harrison river job as another in- 
stance of this tloublc-shulilo i;ame to take 
thousands of dollars out of tue pockets of the 
miners doubly and trebly ta.vcd already. 
Why, only three days ago tho government 
called for tenders ; and yesterday they re- 
fused them. " We do not want tenders to 
do the work," says this " absentee institu- 
tion." What iu the name of Heaven did 
they ask them thnn fori Simpl)*, bs we 
said in our last issue, to allow certain parlies 
to get, the /a/_/o6. The Impi rial Uovt!rinnL'nt 
never commissioned His Excellency to allow 
such plots to mature without arresting the 
con.spiiatora. We would like to see Harri- 
son improved. But if it is to he done l>y 
contract, — as it ought to bo, — give it to Ine 
lowest rexpo}i!<ihh: liiihlcr. Then as all equally 
hera the liurdens of governmeal, so all would 
iiave an e.pial chance to compete. We are 
asMircd by a competent engineer that the 
ilaiu can be constructed for as many dollars 
a- !> uiuds ate named by the government. 
Besides this a loll, if deemed necessary, 
should be imposed on every ton, of a vessel, 
steamer, or boat. Not on freight. No rnoufy 
ill tho treasury, is no excuso to f;ive the 
contract, liv preference, to an iiicipie-nt sleam 
monopoly. Borrow tho money, — and let iho 
government collect tho tolls. Tlieii tlie 
people will not be hood-winked out oi their 
hard-earned dollars, year bij year.

The Grand Jury respectfully presents : — 
That it rugrols to announce a considorablo 
increase of casus compared with those of Ihu 
kist calendar; that it views with alarm the 
Vinsafe atato of the Es(iiiinialt roiui, ami olliur 
suburbs of this town ; the frtMiii'Mit diaplay 
of deadly weapons by Iho Indians, whic.li 
fact calls, as a matter of necessity, for the 
barbarous practice of carrying anna by 
white men, and hence the rasli use of them. 
It is, 'therefore, Btrongly recommended that, 
while the Indians are toleraled in our vicin- 
ity, their arms be taken from them, and lielil 
in safe keeping until their departure. Tliat 
the chief bo made rospunsible lor the out- 
rages committed by the members of their 
respective tribes, over whom il is well known 
they have groat control. 

At the same time it is hoped that the most 
untiring elibrts will be made to riil the com- 
munity of such pests as Mr. John Joui:s, 
vsfho by his brutal violeuce to tlio Indiiui.s, 
beside themselves with li(juor from iiis 
abominable den, he provoked .soniu of them 
into au attempt to pull it down; against 
whom a oriminalj. information has boon 
lodged and a true hill necessarily found. 

The diabolical practice of selling' drnggcil 
li<juor to the Indians causes more crime 
»nd disorder than all other ciroumstaiicos 
combined. But if the same summary mode 
of punishment were resorted tn here, that is 
adopted in a neighboring country, the busi- 
ness would soon cease and perpetrators of 
it disappear.

The Hudson Cay Company having as- 
sumed to be the proprieluis of the streets, 
the crossing of Fort street whic!: is in a 
condition calculated to occasion very srciou.-^ 
accidents, and might be irepaired at a very 
trifling co.it. Accidents are also appie- 
hended by fall.i from the high banks left 
by the deep cutting in Governnioiit street to 
approach the bridge, leading to James iJay, 
and farther precaution ought to be taken to 
guard againsVthem. ' - '

While on the .subject ol si reels, thi; atten- 
tion of the Court is directed to the .scanda- 
lous condition of the crossing of Govern- 
ment and Store streets. Largo sums have 
been paid for them, a considerable amount 
of whie.h was subscribed by lliu iiihabitanls, 
who consider great injustice has been ii.me 
them, by non-compliance with conditions 
under which they subscribed.

This establishment was found in the 
usual highly creditable condition. Hut 
though the state of finances would appear 
to be deplorable, it is hoped that an easy 
remedy will be found. For, out of III 
patients admitteil bi-tweiMi the riioiiths dt 
November IS')S, and .laiiuaiy, l^t^o, i!S 
were, from British Columbia, wiiose quota 
of expenses, up to August last, has been as- 
certamed to amount to about S2000. Thr 
total indebteilness of the llo-ipilal would 
ap[)ear to bo about >:i,0()').

The visit of the Grand Jury to this ostab- 

liKhnicnt was "thankfully reeelved ami 
gratefully aekn(nvled;j;nd" as tlie lir -l atten- 
tion of the kind that had been paid it. Tlie 
■state ol' instructir.ri of the (■hih!v"n v.'as luLi-iily 
satisl'aclorv as well a,; the mode uf teaching;. 
As the teacher informed us that during last 
summer he was obliged to turn away twenty 
children in conRcquenco of want of room it 
is palpable that the .-vrcDiurnodation is insulli- 
cient, it is th(n-efore reeonimended that the 
school room be enlarged and that a separate 
portion bo devoted to fomidn scholars, as from 
the report of some of tho parents it is eon- 
sidered of vital iinnurtance that they should 
bo kept .--oparato trom the boys, and it is 
abo highly dcsirab!" that a competent I'l'- 
rnale have the snjiorintendanee of Ihi'ir in- 
struction. The latter portion ef the road 
loading to the school is in sm h a wretelied 
'oQijditwn as to render it ddlienlt of aecess. 
As "tHo present instructor is considered 
highly cfiiciont.lic oMghi, to be ade(inately re- 
warded for his valnalde ^erviues, which ran- 
jiot bo said toLo the i;ase at present.

Those persons engaged in the useful occu- 
pation of supplying the town with water, 
justly complain of thecondition of the road 
to the spriieis, which is alniost i mpassabln, 
and as they aie willinii to cnntribale their 
pait ol the expense, tlu^y hope to receive 
suliicient aid to put it in a better condition. 

In conclusion, the iJrand .lury beg to slate 
that though they v.dll be at all times wil- 
ling to do tliB duties recpiired of them, they 
must emphatically protest against persons 
being excused on I'rivolous pret(>.\ts from 
performing a task, \"hich is sometimes more 
inconvenient to many of those who peiform 
it without shrinking from it.
